Proclamation by the Governor. 

Whkreas, the following Act, to-wit: 

AN ACT to raise Volunteer Forces, to repel the 
invasion of the State and for other purposes. 
^1. Be it enacted hi/ the General Amemblt/ of the 
Commr.nw.nl.ih nj Kctlucki/, That as the soil of 
the State of Kentucky has been invaded by armed 
forces, acting under the authority of thesn-calloU 
Confederate State.s, therefore, for the purpose of i-e- 
peillnj said invasion the Governor of the State i>f 
Kentucky is hereby directed to issue his proclama- 
tion forthwith, calling out not less than forty thous- 
and soldiers, rcsiduoUi and citizens of Kentucky, 
between the ages of eighteen and forty-five year.-i, 
to bo mustered into the service of this Common- 
wealth for any term of service not less than twelve 
u;onths nor more than three year;:, from the t^m" 
they were mr'tered into service, unless sooner 
discharged.

Now, therefore, I, do hereby issue 
this, my proclamation, commanding all officers 
and citizens of this State to render obedience to 
all the requirements cf said above recited act.

Proclamation by the Governor. 

Whereas, the following act of the General As- 
sembly of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, cor- 
dially approved by moon the 20th instant, is the 
law of the land, I think proper, in the exercise of 
my executive duties, to make the same promptly 
known to tho public, as I do hereby, aod I do 
hereby enjoin all citisens and residents of thtj 
State to be obedient to all the requirements there- 
of, to the end that the humano and noble ptu - 
poses of tho Legislature may bo faithfully effec- 
ted. The said act of the General Assembly ia an 
follows : 

Ileaolutiowi promdiriif for the peaoe and quiet of 
theciti:.en« of thia Commonwealth. 

Whereas, The people of Kentucky have, from 
the beginning, ardently desired and still cherish 
tho hope that thoy may not bo involved in the un - 
natural prevailing civil strife; that Kentucky ia 
now, a.s .ihe ever has been, willing and ready to in- 
terpose her friendly mediation in adjusting termsof 
peaoe and reconciliation alike honorable andjusr 
to all; but aa lier wishes to mediate and restore 
harmony may not avail at present, and it ia 
dosirablo that the people in the mean time should 
act in harmony and be at peace among themselveu, 
so that if they .shall be involved in war, they will, 
as far aa possible, relievo and paliate its calami- 
ties; therefore, 

' Keeolved by the Oeueral Aeaembly of the Com* 
monwealth of Kentttcl-y, That if collisions between 
hostile armies shall take place within our territo 
ry, that it is moat earnestly recommended to the 
people of Kentucky not to engage in said strife 
amongst themselves on account of differences of 
political opinions; that it is the duty of the peoplu 
to beobcdient to thecivil authorities, and respect, 
in times of war as well as peace, all the rights 
guaranteed to every citizen by the conatitntion 
and lows of the land; that all good citizens, how- 
ever they may differ in political opinions, should 
unite in protecting each other in their rights of 
life, liberty, and property, against all and every 
invasion thereof by unlawful raids, mobs, maraud- 
ing bands, or other ovil-disposed persons, and aid 
the civil authorities in arresting all such persons 
and bringing them before tho courts for trial. 

2. Jlctuhed, That we, the Representatives of the 
present General Assembly, hereby pledge ourselves 
to a strict observance of the foregoing resolutions, 
and earnestly recommend a like observance b) 
all the people of tho Stale of Kentucky.

Ho for Col. I^indsey's Rcsiment! 

Any person wishing to send letters and 
small packages, such as gloves, socks, draw- 
ers, (fee, to any one in Col. D. W. Lindscy's 
regiment, stationed at Canp Swigcrt, in 
Greenup county, can have an opportunity of 
doing so by leaving the same at the resi- 
dence of Mrs. J. P. Reading, on Market 
street, to-day. A messenger will leave this 
city to-morrow morning, (Friday,) for that 
camp. 



Protest from Mason and Slidell. 

Mason and Slidell, i!ie would-be commis- 
sioners to European courts, but at present 
the actual inspectors of the inside works of 
one of the forts of the United States, (Fort 
Warren, we believe,) are sorely grieved at 
their capture by the San Jacinto. We should 
have inferred as much, without any evidence 
of a positive character; but since reading 
their remarkable "protest," drawn up on 
board the San Jacinto, the next day after 
they were favored with the hospitalities of 
that grinning monster of the ocean, we 
know they were grieved. Whoever is so for- 
tunate as to be in possession of the "origi- 
nal" of their protest, will undoubtedly find 
it blistered with the tears of the two virtu- 
ous rebels whose names are signed thereto, 
as well as the tears of their respective and 
respectable Secretaries, Messrs. Euslis and 
McFarland, whose names are also appended 
to the "document." Cora. Wilkes was fa- 
vored with only a copy of said original, the 
latter, undoubtedly, being intended for the 
inspection of Her Majesty's ministers when 
ever an opportunity shall be presented to for- 
ward the .'■ame. 

Ye commissioners, in the outset of their 
"protest, ' say that they "embarked at Ha- 
vana on the 7th inat., as passengers on board 
the Trent, Capt. Moir, bound to the island 
of St. Thomas," and it is unfortunate for 
them that they were not permitted to pur- 
sue a journey AO auspiciously commenced. 
They further say, they "paid I heir pas.sage 
money for the whole route from Havana to 
Southampton," but whether in "Confederate 
bonds," or in gold, with the American eagle 
stamped thereon, commonly known as Uncle 
Sam's currency, they do notstate. We con- 
clude that inasmuch as this is the only al- 
lusion they make to the payment of their 
passage, they wish to have it understood, 
that what they thus paid was a dead loss to 
them, and that the Captain of the Trent re- 
funded no portion of the "fare" which they 
"paid in advance." 

They further say, that while the Trent 
was " pursuing her usual course, " (and 
while, perhaps. Mason and Slidell were 
cracking their champagne,) a shotted gun 
was fired by the Sau Jacinto " across the 
course of, the Trent." Of course, in the' 
language of ''' Honest Abe," "nobody waf 
hurt." But tlie Trent " hove to, " and wa.-- 
boarded by a Lieutenant of the U. S. N.. 
" with full crews armed with inusketa and 
aide arms. " Mason and Slidell left thei 
champagne, and appeared with "niostol the 
passengers on the upper deck" of the Trent 
The impudent Lieutenant called for the 
"passenger lisL ' Captain of the Trent refused 
to produce it, and " formally protested 
against any right to visit his ship for the 
purpose indicated. " (Captain of the Trent 
knew, then, the character and mi.ssion of 
his " passengers. ") Mason and Slidell say 
he was indignant at the outrage of taking 
them from the Trent, and "protested" 
against it. Captain of the Trent claimed 
the right, in the name of the British Gov 
eminent, to carry rebel ambassadors and dis- 
patches. An ofTicer in the naval uniform of 
Great Britain, and " known to the passen 
gers as having charge of the mails," said 
to the United States Lieutenant, that " as 
the only person present rcpre-isenting his gov 
ernmeat, he felt called upon, in language as 
strong and hanphatie as ho could hexpre^s, to 
denounce the whole proceedings as a pir.tti 
calAart. " But all without avail. The Aun. 
feeling Lieutenant was hobdurate. Mason and 
Slidell were transferred, "by force," to the 
San Jacinto, and thus lost the money they 
had paid as " fare to Southampton. ' But 
they omitted to say they were being convey 
ed to Fort Warren by the liberality of the 
United States government, free of charge! 

They close their protest by declaring that 
their "brief narrative is believed to be cor- 
rect," and respectfully ask Com. Wilkes if it 
is not 80. The Com. replies in a note, that 
it is not correct, but "differs materially from 
the truth in time and circnmstances," asap 
pears from the log-book and the report ol 
all the officer.'! who visited the Trent! Poor 
Mason and Slidell! Cheated out of their 
"fare to Southampton," carried by force to 
the San Jacinto, incarcerated in Fort War- 
ren, in due time to be dealt with according 
to law for treason, and branded as liars by 
Coin. Wilkes. 

The idea of two such criminals making a 
"protest" against their capture! As well 
might the horse-thief or murderer protest 
that the sher^fl", armed with a warrant, vio- 
lates his "personal rights" b3' making an 
arrest. Mason and Slidell must be brought 
10 a realization of the fact that they are 
felons, and not "ambasssulors." 

In conclusion, this "protest" furnishes the 
most conclusive evidence that the captain of 
the Trent wa.? fully aware of the character 
of his passengers, and so is brought clearly 
within the terms of the Queen's Proclama- 
tion of neutrality, which declares, "that any 
English vessel carrying munitions of war, 
or dispatches, for either belligerent, will do so 
at its own peril, and cannot claim any pro- 
tection of the British Government 



The Great Fire id CbarlCbton. 

The most valuable portion of the city of 
Charleston has been destroyed by fire. The 
papers of that city say it was caused by an 
incendiary or the negligence of negroes. It 
is certain, though there is naturally but 
little about it in the dispatches, that the 
panic caused by the conflagration was 
heightened by rumors that it was the signal 
for a servile Jinsurrection. Whether the fire 
was occasioned by negro incendiary insur- 
rectionists, or the rumors of insurrection 
were occasioned by the fire, it is impossible 
to say. It is ominous, however, that the 
lire commenced on the northern side"of the 
city, during the prevalence of a gale from 
the north, which carried it through the city, 
destroying everything before it, over a 
breadth of several squares. It is, we believe, 
four squares from the Charleston Hotel to 
the Circular Church, and yet both were de- 
stroyed. The celebrated Institute Hall, 
where the Charleston Convention assembled, 
Hibemia Hall, the head-quarters of the 
Douglas men during the Convention, St. 
Andrew's Hall, the Secessionists head- 
quarters then and since, the theatre, 
and many other places of note in the city, 
are in ruins. The property destroyed is es- 
timated at from five to seven millions of dol- 
lars. Hardly had the conflagration subsi- 
ded before our stone fleet made its appear- 
ance, and before this time, doubtless, the 
channels to the harbor, never spacious, have 
been permanently blockaded. Charleston, 
at the time of its burning, was crowded with 
refugees from the sea island region, and the 
destitution and suffering of the people must 
be terrific. It was the people of Cliarleston 
who threw the lire-brand that lit the awful 
flames of civil war now raging in the land. 
They have been burning houses and cotton 
on the coast, and threatening to make a 
Moscow of the State. What relation the 
purging by fire which the old city has suffer- 
ed, has to the madness which it has propa- 
gated, we shall not pretend to determine; but 
it is certain that upon a community which 
has been guilty of the gravest crimes has 
fallen the heaviest calamities 



Arrmt of Rebrls bv Fkdbp.ai, Acthori- 
TIES.— Deputy U. S. Marshal C. B. Pettit, of 
Bourbon county, arrived in Covington on 
Tuesday, having in cu.itody C. C. Rogers, of 
Paris, and John Iliggins, of Magoffin coun- 
ty, both noted rebel^^, who have for a length 
of time been giving aid and comfort to the 
rebels. Higgins was taken prisoner in 
Montgomery county, a few days since, by 
Capt. G. X. Hall, of Col. Epperson's regi- 
ment, and has been supplying the rebels with 
provisions and other means of sustenance. 
Rogers had a number of letters jn his pos- 
session, from parties of this State, to friends 
and relatives in the Southern army. 

One of the letters is from Frank Troutmau, 
of Paris, law partner of ,Wm. E. Simms, 
now a Captain in the rebel army, and it de- 
tails the condition of Simms' property and 
afl'airs, and conveys other information quite 
interesting to the rebel Captain. Rogers has 
been carrying on this private mail system 
for a long time, and was a most valuable ally 
of the rebels. He was arrested at Paris, 
and the twaiu were sent down to the U. S. 
authorities in Covington lor irapi-isonment. 

After remaining in jail for a short time 
the news of the arrest got abroad, and sonic 
secession sympathizers in the city made an 
effort to procure the release of the prisoners 
on a writ of habeas corpus, but Deputy U.' 
S. Surveyor E. H. Samuels, who had the 
matter in hand, had anticipated the move- 
ment by taking them over to Cincinuati, 
where they were placed in the custody of U. 
S. Marshal A. C. Sands, and the probability 
is that by the time this account meets the 
eye of our readers, Messrs. Higgins and 
Rogers will be on their way to a place of 
perfect security. 



The loyal ladies of Nicholasville and 
.Jessamine county are not unmindful of the 
wants of the soldiers who are enlisted in 
defense of the State. The ladies of the 
town sent last week four large boxes filled 
with articles necessary to their comfort to 
Col. Garrard's regiment, and the ladies of 
.Sulphur Well also contributed handsomely 
to the same object. These kindly offices 
not only tend greatly to the physical relief 
of the volunteers, but they create feelings 
of pleasureabic emotion which it is well to 
foster and promote by a continuation of such 
generous acts of kindly remembrance. 



A SouTHEKX Test Medium. — Amid the bla- 
tant proclamations of confidence in the 
cause of secession in which the rebels in- 
dulge, there now and then comes out a fact 
which, with striking emphasis, give the lie 
to their loud mouthings. Here is one: 
Paper money at the South is at 35 per cent, 
discount for gold. United Slates Treasury 
notes or demand notes are freely taken at par ! 
This ie the kind of test that ulls. They talk 
loud, but they trust only Uncle Sam in their 
banks. While Confederate bonds are in 
many places literally thrown away as worth- 
less, L'nited States Treausry notes are eager 
ly sought for at par. 



Rebel Ou'trnges in ^hri^linn Countr- I 
We have been permitted to publibh t'. o 
following extract from a letter received I " a 
gentleman in thi:i city. The writer is? '.nt- 
izen of Christian county, and was compelled 
to leave his home, by Buckncrand his min- 
ions, in order to save his lite: 

EvANSviLLE, IxD., Dcc. 1.5th, ISfil. 

De.\r : I embrace the present ojv 

portunity tosay that reached here yester- 
day evening on his way to Calhoon. He left 
Ilopkinsville a few days since, and says that 
the rebel troops are taking all .sorts of prop- 
erty, and are destroying almost everything; 
they have lately taken three of niy negro men, 
sending one of them to Tennessee, and keep- 
ing the other about Hopkinsville ; they have 
taken a great deal of my corn, &c. They 
have also taken several negroes from Ben. 
Campbell, two from Joe Gant, three or four 
from J. F. Buckner, several from Jas. Mc- 
Casky, together with all of his hay, <V:c. 

I eould not, in this letter, tell you of all 
from whom they have taken negroes, and 
other property. The remainder of the ne- 
groes belonging to myself, J. F. Buckner, 
and others through the neighborhood, have 
run into the woods, and stay there, to keep 
from being stolen and driven off by the se- 
cessionists. 

They (the rebels,) say that they are fight- 
ing for their rights, and to keep Lincoln from 
stealing and running off our negroes; and I 
suppose that they have just thought of it, 
that the best way to prevent that is to steal 
them themselves. 

I understand that they are to have three 
hundred and filty negroes run from ourcoun- 
ty. I am now for confiscating all negroes 
belonging to secessionists, without regard to 
what is done with them afterwards. 

Cannot the Legislature do something to 
hasten the Federal troops now in our State 
in driving these terrible creatures out of 
Kentucky? * » « * Cannot some- 
thing be done to influence Gen. Buel to press 
forward, and relieve these poor suffering 
Union men, women, and children from the 
awful and heart-rending condition under 
which they are now laboring'? 

Bk Ready — We think, says the Shelby 
Xews, it would be advisable for the loyal 
Union men of this and every other county 
in the State, to organize a cavalry company 
of one hundred to one hundred and fifty 
men. The companies should be well mount- 
ed and armed, and thoroughly drilled; and 
ready at a moment s notice to put down and 
crush out, in the incipient stage, every trea- 
sonable move of the tories within their re- 
spective counties, or adjoining counties. And 
whenever an overt act is committed to pur- 
sue the parties and arre.ot them, ami hold 
them to a strict accountability. 

The occurrence at Jacksonville .shows the 
nefarious spirit rife among the tories, even 
in this section.

Engagemeiit on the Nashville Road. 

Ml xfobdsville. Hart Co., Ky., | 
December 17, 1861. j' 

The rebels attacked the Federal pickets in 
front of the railroad bridge about one o'clock 
this afternoon. 

Our force consisted of four companies of 
the Thirty-second Indiana regiment. Colonel 
Willich, under command of Lieut. Col. V'on 
Tubra. The enemy's force consisted of one 
regiment of mounted Texas Rangers, two 
regiments of infantry, and one battery (six 
guns) of artillery 

The fight was very brisk for a short time, 
until the rebels fled. 

The loss on the part of the Federals wa."; 
eight killed and sixteen wounded. Among 
the killed was Lieut Saxe, of the Thirty-sec- 
ond Indiana. The remainder in the list of 
killed were privates. 

It is known jiositively that the rebel lo.ssin 
killed was thirty-three, including Col. Terry, 
of the Texas Rangers, and prisoners report 
that fully fifty of the enemy were wounded. 

Being satisfied with their first attempt, 
the enemy ingloriously fled, and thus averted 
a more serious calamity.

Proclamation by the Oovernor. 

WHUEiiiS, The following reaolutlona. Tit: 
have this day been passed by both Hon*** of 
tho General Assembly of the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky, the Governor's objections thereto to 
the~contrary notwithstanding, and are therefore 
the law of the land, I do hereby Issue this my 
proclamation, enjoining all oSioers and citi- 
rens of this State to render obedience to all 
the requirements of said resolutions, and in obe- 
dience thereto, I have ordered Gen. Thomas L. 
Crittenden to execute the purposes contemplated 
by said resolutions; and I hereby require all oili- 
zens of Kentucky subject to military duty to obey 
the call which the said Gen. Crittenden may 
make upon them In accordance with the provis- 
ions of said resolutions. 

WnzREAS, Kentucky has been invaded by the 
forces of the so-called Confederate States, and the 
commanders of the forces so invading the State 
have insolently prescribed the coiiditions upon 
which they will withdraw, thus insulting the dig- 
nity of the Slate by demanding terms to whlah 
Kentucky cannot listen without dishonor; tiiere- 
fore, 

\. Beit resolved hy the General Assembly of the 
C^'jenmoixweailh of Ker*tucky, That the invaders 
must be expe!!e<i; inasmuch as there are now in 
Kentucky Federal troops assembled for the pur- 
pose of nreserving the tranquility of the State, 
and of defending and protecting the people of 
Kentucky in the peaceful enjoyment of their lives 
and property, it is — 

2. Further resolved. That General Robert An- 
derson, a native Kcntucklan, who has been ap- 
pointed to the oommand of the Department of 
Cumberland, be requested to take instant com- 
mand, with authority and power from this Com- 
monwealth to call out a voiunteer force in Ken- 
tucky for the purpose of repelling the invaders 
from our soil. 

3. Resolved, That in using the means which 
duty and honor require shall be used to expel the 
invaders from the soil of Koatuoky, no citisen 
shall be molested on aoconnt of his political opin- 
ions; that no cltii^ens' property shall be taken or 
confiscated because of such opinions, nor shall any 
slave be ?et free by any military commander, and 
that all peaceable citlcens and tteir fe^ii'.ios are 
entitled to, and shall reoelve the fullest protection 
of the Government in the enjoyment of their 
lives, their liberties end their property. 

4. Jleeolved, That His Excellency, the Governor 
of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, be requested 
to give all the aid in his power to accompl'.sh the 
end desired by these resolutions, and that he call 
out so muc'i cf the military force of the State un- 
der his command, as may be necMsary therefor, 
and that he place the ;,ama under the command of 
Gen. Thomas L. Crittedden. 

5.. Resolved. That the patriotiamjof every Ken- 
tncklan is Invoked, and is confidently relied up- 
on to give active aid in the defense of the Com- 
monweaith. 

IN TESTIMONY WHEREOF, I 
BERIAII MAGOFFIN, Oovernor of 
the Commonwealth of Kentucky, have 
hereunto subscribed my name and 
caused the seol of the State to be af- 
fixed.

Proclamation by the Governor. 

WHEREAS, certain arms belonging to tfa* 
State of Kentucky, intended for distribu- 
tion to the Homo Guards, in counties of the First 
and Second Districts, under an allotment made by 
the Military Board, were lately siezed by lawless 
perj^:.s, act! t 'kcr. away from their niroe of do- 
posit in Mayfield; and it being reported to me 
thai a portion of s?.id arms have been distribvted 
among individuals in Fulton county, ccntrary to 
law and the authority of the Military Board; and 
said Military boaid having passed the following 
order: 

MiLlTAKT BOASO, Frankfort August 1, 1861. 

On motion of Gen. Dudley — 

Retched, That his Excellency, the Governor, 
be requested to take such steps as he may think 
best cclculati-d fct the recovery of the cublio arms 
forcibly taken from Mayfield, and carried to Ful- 
ton countv.

Now, therefore, i, ESRIAH MAGOFFIN, Gov- 
ernor of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, do 
nowissne this icy proclamation, commanding ev- 
ery citizen or other person within the jurisdiction 
of this State, having in his possession any arm* 
or munUlons thus unlawfully selzea as above 
staiea, forthwith to deliver up the same to the 
Judge of the Country Court of the county In which 
he resides, to be returned by said Judge to the 
State Arsenal at Frankfort: and I make this ap- 
peal to the loyal'y o: nuch citizens in good faitb, 
believing that they will promptly manifest such a 
signal proof of their fidelity to the laws and au- 
thorities of the State, at the same time wsrring 
all coccorned that if this order be not promptly 
obeyed, my duty will require the most vigorous 
enforcement of tbo laws against all discbedient 
offenders.
